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Referral unit may 
go In service cuts 
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THIRTY-THREE teachers face 
the axe amid proposals to cut 
services for sick and troubled 
children. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
plans to close a pupil referral 
centre in Ely and drastically 
reduce the ones in March, Cam¬ 
bridge and Huntingdon in a new 
consultation on the future of 
Education Otherwise Than At 
School services (Eotas). 

The move could mean the loss of 33 
full-time teaching jobs out of more than 
110 . 

Pupils in Ely are “heartbroken” at the 
news of the planned shake-up and 
parents say their children will be 
“invisible prisoners” in mainstream 
schools. 

They say the children will have nowhere 
to go to help them deal with illnesses, 
learning difficulties or exclusion from 
schools. 

A campaign spokeswoman for Save 
Eotas said: “This is the second con¬ 
sultation. Now they have changed the 
plans to include the whole of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“The children and parents are heart¬ 
broken about this.

Beware the 
witches... 


CHILLING witch hunts that divided Ely are 
explored in a new exhibition. 

New displays at Ely Museum show how 
political and social unrest from the Civil War 
sparked the East Anglian Witch Hunts of 
1645-7, which led to scores of witch 
hangings in our region, including many in 
the Ely area. 

The exhibition explains how 50,000 
people were executed in Europe between 
1500 and 1800 on suspicion of being a 
witch. 

Ely Museum curator Elie Hughes, said: 
“This touring exhibition looks at a 
fascinating period of our history and is not to 
be missed. 

“The witch is one of the most iconic and 
infamous characters from fairytale, folklore 
and fiction. She attracts us even as she 
frightens us, but behind this image lies a 
true story of paranoia and persecution.” 

Although England experienced several 
hundred witch-trials in this period, it 
endured only one major witch-hunt worthy 
of the name. 

Tickets for the Market Street museum 
cost £3.50 for adults and £2.50 for 
concessions £2.50. Up to four children 
under 16 go free with each paying adult.

C ambridge may be the 
cycling capital of the 
world - but a new craze 
is hitting the streets. 

Flown in from the US, land 
paddling is a combination of 
longboarding (like skateboarding but 
with a longer board) and stand-up 
paddleboarding (paddling along the 
water on a large surfboard), and 
when done right, it’s a very cool way 
to travel. 

Showing me how it’s done was 
Roland Gurner, owner of the Ely- 
based Fen Paddle Company, which 
also offers stand-up paddleboarding 
and balanceboarding. 

After a run through the basics, and 
a demonstration, where Roland made 
the sport look easy (I feared it wasn’t), 
it was my turn to get on board. 

A longboard looks very similar to a 
skateboard - it’s just a bit longer and 
pointier - and the land paddle is a 
long bamboo stick with a wheel¬ 
shaped rubber, which is used for 
pushing off, stopping and managing 
your speed. 

So, with my knees bent, one hand 
gripping the end of the stick and one 
holding on halfway down, and with 
Roland walking alongside, reminding 
me to look up and in the direction I 
wanted to go -1 was land paddling. 

As you steer the board left and right 
by gently switching your weight from 
the balls of your feet to your heels - all 
the time keeping your feet flat on the 
board - the sensation is quite similar 
to snowboarding, except if you fall 
over, you land on a hard surface 
instead of the soft snow. Ouch. 

Propelling myself along with the 
stick was pretty easy, and I felt in 
control of my speed, but I quickly 
slipped into the habit of moving my 
hand from the top of the stick so that 
it was next to my other hand.

But after a couple of rather abrupt 
stops, where I had to quickly jump off 
the board or risk ending up face¬ 
down in the road, I learnt that 
keeping your hands in position really 
does give you better control. 

I had travelled to Ely for my taste of 
land paddling, but Roland assures me 
there are plenty of great spots in 
which to give it a go all over the area, 
and he will travel to you for tuition. 

“You don’t want an area that’s too 
hilly as you’ve got to be able to 
‘paddle’ yourself up the hill,” says 
Roland. “We’ve got plenty of flat land 
in this part of the world, with some 
nice gradual hills, so you’re able to 
have a workout and fun at the same 
time.” 

Once you’ve got the hang of land 
paddling, you can reach 20-30mph - 
depending on your ability and quality 
of your board - but I was quite happy 
to travel along at my own steady - 
and, I like to think, dignified, pace. 

Prices for the board (deck only) 
start at £90, rising to £170 upwards for 
the deck, tracks and wheels, and then 
you need the land paddle too. 

Whether commuters will be 
switching en masse from pedal power 
to paddle power remains to 
be seen - but perhaps we might 
finally have found a way of getting 
on-board that guided busway?

Cannabis worth £2 
costs man £40 fine 

CANNABIS user Lee Willcocks 
was spared severe punishment 
after magistrates commended 
his efforts to reach court. 
Unemployed Willcocks, of 
Radworthy, in Furzton, near 
Milton Keynes, told JPs in Ely he 
had spent £76 on a train fare to 
reach the court on time. 

The 36-year-old pleaded guilty at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday to one count of a 
possession of a class B drug 
after he was pulled over on the 
A10, near Littleport, on March 4. 
Police found about £2 worth of 
cannabis in a small metal tin, 
which Willcocks said he smoked 
to cope with chronic back pain. 
Willcocks was given a 
conditional discharge and 
ordered to pay £40 court costs. 
Janet Driver, chairman of the 
bench, told him self-medication 
was not the answer: “We urge 
you to see your doctor and not 
to take cannabis for relief from 
pain.” 

‘Sick’ lead thieves 
target school again 

A FURIOUS headmaster has hit 
out at thieves who stripped lead 
from his school roof three times 
in the past six months. 

The latest theft at St Andrew’s 
Primary School, in Soham, took 
place on Monday, March 14 
between 7.30pm and 9.30pm 
and was the second attack in a 
week. 

Richard Liddington said: “An 
incredible amount of damage 
has been caused, but it’s not just 
the theft of the lead, it’s the 
inconvenience of the additional 
damage and the disruption to 
children’s learning. 

“It’s just pretty sick.” 

About £8,000 to £9,000 of 
damage was caused in the latest 
incident. It follows thefts in 
autumn last year, causing 
£5,000 of damage. 

About a tonne of lead was 
recovered following a theft 
earlier this month.

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Lorries to stay 
out of villages 

PLANS to keep landfill lorries out of 
Cambridgeshire villages have been 
given the go-ahead. 

Proposals to keep the bulk of 
heavy construction traffic out of 
Sutton, Earith, Haddenham and 
Wilburton were approved after a 
planning inspector backed the new 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Minerals and Waste Plan. 

The independent review of the 
174-page document followed sev¬ 
eral rounds of public consultation 
and a series of public hearings 

Mick George Ltd, Network Rail, 
Frimstone Ltd and Amey Cespa Ltd 
have already re-routed a significant 
proportion of their traffic away 
from local villages, with the excep¬ 
tion of servicing local building 
projects. 

But the new plan provides a clear 
commitment for more agreements 
by other operators. 

Cllr Roy Pegram, Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s lead member for 
planning, said: “This has been a 
very long process, but it is great 
news that the planning inspector 
has given the go-ahead to the plan. 

“I would like to particularly 
applaud the actions taken by local 
companies in helping to address 
the important issue of heavy lorries 
driving through local villages.” 

It is anticipated that the full plan 
will be adopted by elected mem¬ 
bers at Cambridgeshire County 
Council and Peterborough City 
Council by early 2012.

“There will be children left in classes like 
invisible prisoners who have medical needs 
and need to be taken out of mainstream 
school. 

“There will be nowhere left for them to go. 
This policy will ruin lives and educations 
and we urge the council to think long and 
hard before making a decision.” 

Tom Jefford, head of youth support 
services at Cambridgeshire County Council, 
said the authority was doing everything it 
could to keep children with medical needs in 
mainstream schools. 

He said: “The current consultation has 
come as we have found that the threat of 
change has caused difficulties for parents 
and children. 

“Our aim is to help children remain in 
mainstream schools and headteachers will 
work closely with medical professionals to 
meet the needs of children with medical 
needs.” 

Ely’s pupil referral unit, based in in Barton 
Road, off Back Hill, provides education for 
students as an alternative to mainstream 
school and covers City of Ely Community 
College, Soham Village College and 
Witchford Village College. 

A City of Ely College spokesman said: “We 
have managed a large part of our alternative 
provision for some time now, so the closure 
of the referral unit is no great surprise. 

“We've been working to develop a more 
effective and personalised solution for 
children who require a special curriculum, 
either alongside or in place of mainstream 
school. 

“This ambitious project will initially focus 
exclusively on the needs of students at the 
college, but the intention is to develop it into 
a cost-effective and innovative solution for 
all schools in the Ely area.”

But she said harrowing revelations 
about the hidden “double life” of her 
husband, who died in 2009, sparked her 
out-of-character behaviour. 

Michael Hinchliffe, mitigating, said: 
“Her husband was bed-ridden for several 
months and he passed away in Nov¬ 
ember 2009. 

“She found out he had been living a 
double life. He had debts amounting to 
more than £20,000 and she was con¬ 
cerned she would be liable for them. 

“Her husband had been renting 
another property and going away on 
holiday with someone who was not her. 

“She did not know he was living this 
rather strange life. 


“She was short of money, but makes no 
excuses about why she took this money.” 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, said: “The 
amount itself is relatively low and it was 
used for essentials, rather than luxuries.” 

Knight, of Tydd Gote, Wisbech, admit¬ 
ted one count of fraud by abuse of 
position, between last June and October. 

She was deemed unsuitable to carry 
out unpaid work in the community and 
was given a 12-month community order 
with a period of supervision. 

Now unemployed, she was ordered to 
repay the money to care home operator 
Making Space at a rate of £5 a week, as 
well as £135 costs. 

It means she will take about 10 years to 
pay back the full £2,589. 

Chairman of the bench Janet South 
said: “This will give you the opportunity 
to get your life back on track.”

Guided busway 
fails to connect 

Sir, With regard to concerns about the 
impact of reduced bus services across 
Cambridgeshire (Bus users’ fury as 
service axed - Weekly News, March 
17), it is obvious that vulnerable 
people and those on low incomes, 
who live in rural communities, will 
suffer. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s decision to axe the £25,000 
grant to Ely Dial-a-Ride will only add 
to the impact of Stagecoach’s ‘profits 
before people’ action. 

I wonder how many people are aware 
that the cost to the taxpayer of the 


guided busway, from 
Cambridge to Huntingdon, currently 
stands at £180 million? Construction 
of the busway began in 2006 and 
since then its opening has been 
delayed time after time. 

This has been because of disputes 
between the contractor and 
Cambridgeshire County Council. 

The contractor maintains that the 
busway could have been in use in 
2009. Stagecoach do not 
dispute that parts of the busway are 
of good standard. 

However, Stagecoach and Whippet 
Coaches agree with the county 
council that there are still defects 
that must be rectified before bus 
services can begin. 

The Transport Minister perceives the 
issue to be a local one and refuses to 
be drawn into the dispute. 

Meanwhile, the county council pays 
one of its six press officers to keep die 
public informed, in positive 
terms, about progress on the busway. 

I wonder if there will be a grand 
opening ceremony and perhaps an 
expensive advertising campaign to 
encourage people to use the busway? 
If so, who will pick up the bills? 

More importantly, will people, who 
want to avail themselves of travelling 
on the busway but who live in places 
such as Witchford, be able to catch a 
connecting bus into Cambridge and 
back home?

Homes plan is 
light on details

SHOCKED shoppers watch¬ 
ed in horror as violence 
erupted in Ely’s Market 
Street, a court heard. 

In front of a busy market day 
crowd, David Fisher and Peter 
lones traded punches during a 
five-minute brawl which sent shop 
displays crashing down, Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court was told. 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, said 
police were called to the incident 
on February 17 after receiving 
several 999 calls. 

She said: “There were reports 
that a knife and a hammer were 
being used. 

“Mr Fisher said ‘I chased him 
[Jones], but he was tooled up so I 
hit him. 

“‘He told police we knocked into 
some bird tables and they were 
damaged. I’d just gone into Ely

with my girlfriend to see someone 
at the Job Centre’. 

“Mr Fisher said he punched Mr 
Jones a number of times and they 
went into the street and started 
circling each other when Mr Jones 
pulled a knife.” 

However, Mr Jones denied hav¬ 
ing a knife and claimed he was 
acting in self-defence. He will 
appear at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court charged with a public order 
offence. 

No charges relating to weapons 
were brought by police against 
either defendant. 

However, Jones, 45, of no fixed 
abode, admitted crashing into the 
bird tables owned by Brands store 
and was ordered to pay £44 in 


compensation. 

Fisher, 30, of Carter Street, Ford- 
ham, admitted a public order 
offence and criminal damage to 
the bird tables. 

He was given a 12-month sup¬ 
ervision order and ordered to pay 
£80 in court costs and £44 in 
compensation to Brands. 

However, he maintained he had 
not been the aggressor, saying: 
“The fight was never meant to 
happen. 

“I was walking down the street 
with my girlfriend and I was 
attacked.” 

Chairman of the bench, Janet 
South, said:”This incident must 
have been very, very frightening 
for the people in the area. 

“It is not the sort of behaviour 
you expect to see in Ely. We want to 
keep it safe so it is a nice place for 
people to come.”

Tough new checks for all doctors are to be introduced after a Cambridgeshire 
patient was killed by a blundering out-of-hours GR Health correspondent 
JACK GROVE reports. 


Battery thief fined 

TEENAGE traveller Shane Gaskin has 
been ordered to pay more than £300 
for stealing old car batteries. 

The 18-year-old was one of two 
people spotted removing car batteries 
from Dimmocks Quarry, in Wicken, on 
January 13 using a silver van, Ely 
Magistrates’ Court heard. 

He was also seen taking three car 
batteries worth £300 from outside an 
Audi dealership in Hitchin, Herts, on 
February 3. 

Gaskin, of Blackwell Caravan Site, in 
King’s Hedges Road, Cambridge, 
admitted two counts of theft by finding 
last Thursday. 

He was given an £80 fine and ordered 
to pay £100 in compensation and £40 
in costs. 

Chairman of the bench Janet South 
said: “We encourage you to not go 
down this slippery slope - once you 
are on it it’s difficult to get off.” 

Pipers play for medics 

MEDIEVAL pipers will be blaring out 
tunes in Ely’s Market Place on 
Saturday. 

Ely Noyze, a four-piece pipe and drum 
band, will make their debut in the 
market from 1 pm. 

The ensemble will be accompanied by 
collectors from Ely Community First 
Responders, which organises 
volunteer medics to attend medical 
emergencies in rural areas. 

Arsonist torches car 

A CAR fire was started deliberately, 
fire officers have said. 

Two engines from Soham were called 
just after midnight on Sunday to a 
passageway in Bury Croft, Soham, to 
reports of a car fire that had spread to 
a hedge and fence. 

Two hose reel jets were used to 
extinguish the fire. 


R etired engineer 
David Gray lived 
just a few yards 
from his local GP 
surgery. 

But when the 70-year-old 
phoned the on-call doctors’ 
service for Cambridgeshire 
one evening, it was a 
Nigerian-born German 
doctor with poor English 
who arrived on his 
doorstep. 

Dr Daniel Ubani 
proceeded to bungle a 
routine injection of 
diamorphine, 
administering 10 times the 
recommended dose and 
killing Mr Gray almost 
instantly. 

The incident in the 
village of Manea in 
February 2008 sent shock 
waves through the British 
medical profession. 

Patients, politicians and 
doctors demanded 
widespread reform of GP 
services, greater scrutiny of 
foreign doctors and tougher 
checks on our homegrown 
medics. 

As he visited 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital last 


week, one of Britain’s most 
senior doctors, Professor 
Sir Peter Rubin told the 
Weekly News how a system 
of revalidation - or MoTs 
for doctors - will help to 
prevent further tragedies 
like Mr Gray’s. 

The chairman of the 
General Medical Council, 
which regulates Britain’s 
239,000 doctors, said he 
hoped the checks every five 
years would give patients 
greater confidence in their 
family doctors. 

He said: “It’s the biggest 
change in regulation of the 
medical profession in 100 
years and will affect every 
doctor practising today. 

“When a doctor qualified, 
they went on our register 
and unless someone raised 
concerns with us, they 
could continue for as long 
as they wanted. The new 
system will require a 
number of formal checks 
throughout their career. 


“Most doctors keep up- 
to-date with the latest 
practices, but we will no 
longer simply assume this. 

It would have helped 
enormously in the Daniel 
Ubani case. No matter 
where you come from, you 
will not get a licence to 
practise unless you have an 
updated licence. 

“Every doctor will have to 
go through the same 
processes. It won’t matter if 
they live in Germany or the 
UK, they will need to be 
revalidated. 

“It was one of the reasons 
why it’s happening, but it 
goes back to the Bristol 
heart scandal of the 80s and 
90s which really triggered 
the discussion of 
revalidation. 

“We will make sure every 
doctor in the UK is up-to- 
date in their training and fit 
to practise. 

“The Ubani case has also 
stimulated us to push 


forward plans to make sure 
doctors can speak English 
fluently. At present, we 
cannot test English 
language levels because of 
certain European laws and 
the way they’ve been 
interpreted for many years. 

“We are confident we will 
have a change in the law 
within the next year to 18 
months. It is important 
doctors know what they are 
doing.” 

Take Care Now, which 
hired Dr Ubani, was sacked 
as one of three providers of 
on-call GP cover for NHS 
Cambridgeshire. 

A deal was later signed 
with Urgent Care 
Cambridgeshire (UCC), 
formerly known as 
Camdoc. 

Dr Tanya Blumenfeld, 
communications director, 
said checks on their doctors 
were very strict and 
included fluency in English, 
CV and CRB checks. 



Tired on-call 
doctor gave 
lethal injection 


DANIEL Ubani was on his first shift as 
an out-of-hours doctor in the UK when 
he gave a lethal injection of painkillers 
to David Gray (above). 

A coroner later found he had been 
exhausted after travelling to 
Cambridgeshire from Germany, was 
unfamiliar with the drug diamorphine 
and spoke English poorly. He recorded 
a verdict of unlawful killing and Dr 
Ubani was struck off the British 
medical register. 

But he could not be dealt with by 
courts here because he had already 
been prosecuted in Germany. He was 
given a nine-month suspended 
sentence and ordered to pay 5,000 
euros - £4,100 - after being charged 
with death by negligence. 

Health secretary Andrew Lansley 
has said he wants to see local GPs 
take control of out-of-hours care, 
rather than sub-contract it to other 
companies. There will also be tougher 
checks on foreign doctors and their 
language abilities.

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Great take 
on Dickens's 
classic tale 


F ROM the bleak 
English countryside 
and bustling streets of 
London, Dickens’s epic 
novel Great Expectations is 
transposed to 19th century 
India in a new version by 
award-winning playwright 
Tanilca Gupta. 

In a co- production with 



Award-winning playwright Tanika Gupta 
tells The Guide what inspired her to move 
Dickens' epic saga.

English Touring Theatre and 
Watford Palace Theatre, and 
directed by Nikolai Foster, this 
bold reimagining charts Pip’s 
extraordinary journey in a story 
of love, ambition, honour and 
honesty. 

Gupta chose the pivotal Indian 
Mutiny of 1857 as her base, an 
event which triggered the passing 
of the governance of the sub¬ 
continent from the East India 
Company to the British 
state. Thus the story of Pip begins 
just as the Raj is taking root. 

“I’d absolutely loved Great 
Expectations when I read the 
novel at school but I still wanted 
to mix it up a little,” says Gupta. 
“I have a degree in history and I’d 
always been interested in that 
period in India’s story. 

“The names of the characters - 
Pumblechook, Gargary - sound 
very Indian, and the issue of the 


class system in the novel is 
brought together with the issue of 
the caste system in the play.” 

As a cobbler, Gupta explains, 
Pip, the hero of the story, would 
be seen as a member of a lower 
caste and therefore unlikely ever 
to be taken for a gentleman. 
Under the more inflexible caste 
system, as opposed to the British 
hierarchy, it was uncommon for a 
man to rise up the social ladder, 
she explains. 

In the novel, Pip is elevated by 
his mysterious benefactor into a 
world of wealth and ease in which 
he leads a leisured gentleman’s 
life. Yet Gupta’s version adds a 
cultural and a political dimension 
as well as the social factor in Pip’s 
decision to leave the honest rural 
poverty of the Gargary household 
to take up residence in Calcutta 
and turn himself into an English 
gent.

Gupta argues that Pip’s desire 
to better himself is a universal 
experience. 

“To an extent, we’ve all left 
our roots behind and we’ve 
become someone different. It’s 
like people moving from 
Yorkshire to London and losing 
their accent in favour of RP. It’s 
sometimes hard to retain your 
identity and your self-respect 
while achieving your goals.” 

In many ways, Dickens was an 
actor manque and his characters 
invariably glow with theatrical 
life. This should theoretically 
make life easier for an adaptor. 
What, if anything, has Gupta 
changed from the source novel? 


“David Lan, who runs the 
Young Vic, gave me a very 
valuable piece of advice when I 
adapted Hobson s Choice for 
him. Never lose sight, he said, 
of why this is a popular classic in 
the first place. I’ve had to cut a 
great deal - characters as well as 
plotlines - otherwise the play 
would run for hours. I’ve also 
toned down Dickens’s 
sentimentality which can often 
feel syrupy to a modem 
audience.” 

Since childhood, Gupta has 
made periodic visits to India 
where she’s been amazed to 
discover that much of the British 
Raj remains, a world which 


Dickens would probably have 
recognised. 

“A lot of India is still very 
Dickensian,” she says. “There are 
still Bengali intellectuals locked 
away in yellowing libraries while 
British Raj civil servants still 
sit in their clubs, complaining 
about Indian independence. 

There are racecourses in the 
middle of Calcutta, surrounded 
by slums, and the city is lull of 
grand Victorian buildings.”

FELICITY Jones confirms her 
reputation as one of our 
brightest acting talents in Phil 
Traill’s life-affirming comedy 
about a young woman’s 
struggle to vanquish her inner 
demons.

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GARDENING 


Give your grass touch of class 



I MAGINE a sea of green 
velvet devoid of lumps, 
bumps, mole hills and moss. 
Now look at your lawn. 

Of course, not all of us have the time 
to lovingly tend our lawns so they won’t 
harbour the odd dandelion or have fallen 
victim to patches of moss or divots 
created by animals or children, but there 
are ways to spruce up your lawn to make 
it look at least presentable. 

In spring, many gardeners consider 
starting from scratch and laying a new 
lawn from seed or turfing an area, but 
remember that the ground needs to be 
well prepared before you start and that 
grass, as a rule, is a high maintenance 
option. 

Don’t think that a bit of weeding, 
feeding and watering alone is going to 
assure you of a bowling green finish. If 
you are time-pressed, you may have to 
accept, and start to enjoy, the weeds and 
moss that will creep into your lawn. But 
to many, as long as their lawn is green, 
flat and healthy, that’s all that matters. 

Lawns are frequently the focal point of 
the garden and make a neat, defining 
edge to beds and borders. So when lawn 
edges become overgrown and tatty, it can 
have an adverse effect on the look of the 
whole garden. 

Now might be a good time to have a 
walk in your garden and examine the 
state of your lawn edges. They are fairly 
easy to repair and it doesn’t have to be 
too time-consuming a task. 

If you have a damaged lawn edge, first 
cut out a rectangle of turf with a half 
moon edger, incorporating the affected

grass and using a straight edge such as a 
plank of wood as a guide. Then turn the 
turf around so that the damaged edge is 
nearer the middle of the lawn. 

The gap created by the jagged edge 
which is now further into the lawn should 
be filled with garden soil, sifted to a fine 
tilth. Then firm and level it to make sure 
it is flush with the surrounding grass. 

Sow grass seed on top, water well and 
cover the hole with clear plastic sheeting 
until the seeds have germinated, to help 
retain moisture and keep birds at bay. 

Other maintenance jobs which will 
greatly improve the look of your lawn can 
also be done in spring. 

Use a spring-tine rake to remove 
winter debris, break up small amounts of 
thatch and lift the grass leaves and weed 
stems. Raking can be quite hard work and 
you can hire special raking machines 
which are less arduous. 

Re-seeding worn areas and bare 
patches should be done towards the end 
of March or in April if the weather is 
extremely cold and the ground soggy. 

If the whole lawn looks thin with lots 
of bare patches, try oversowing it with 
grass seed of a similar type. 


You may also want to flatten your lawn 
or remove any lumps and bumps which 
have appeared over the years. To do this, 
cut out the turf, remove the soil 
underneath to lose the bump and then 
replace it. Fill in any cracks with sifted 
soil and water in well. Bare patches can 
either be re-seeded or re-turfed. 

A good feed and water will also make 
an amazing difference to the grass, 
particularly if you use a mechanical 
distributor. A fertiliser containing both 
quick-acting and slow-acting nitrogen is 
best in spring or summer. 


Many gardeners will notice big patches 
of moss on their lawn, a problem 
exacerbated by wet weather, poor 
drainage and lack of light. Improve 
aeration by regular spiking with a fork. If 
shade is a factor, consider reducing the 
canopies of any nearby trees. 

Alternatively, if you have moss in a 
shady area under trees and you don’t have 
much time for lawn maintenance, it might 
be worthwhile encouraging the moss in 
these areas by removing the grass. 

If your grass is in great condition, 
moss is unlikely to take a foothold. Feed 


it in spring or early summer and water 
well before it shows signs of stress from 
drought. 

Wormcasts are a problem for many and 
need removing from the lawn with a stiff 
broom before the first mow. 

When the grass is 3in (8cm) high, you 
can cut it for the first time. But make sure 
the mower blades are sharp and set them 
high. Also, take account of the weather. If 
it’s wet or frosty, delay the first cut. And 
don’t leave your clippings on the lawn at 
this time of year.

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Parents ‘pass on 
road rage Issues

PARENTS are passing on road 
rage habits to their learner- 
driver children, according to 
an AA poll. 

Some mothers and fathers also 
set offspring a bad example by 
drinking, using phones and even 
falling asleep when supervising 
learners, the survey showed. 

The most common of the bad 
habits passed on is not using 
mirrors properly followed by 
speeding, not checking for blind 
spots and poor hands-on-the- 
wheel technique when turning. 

As well as getting angry with 
other drivers, other faults include 
braking hard or too late and 
driving too close to the vehicle in 
front. 

The bad habits were reported to 
the AA Driving School whose 
director Simon Douglas said:

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C02 levels in 
2010 fell 3.5% 


AVERAGE carbon dioxide 
(C02) emissions from new 
cars fell 3.5 per cent last year 
compared with 2009. 

The fall in 2010 means that 
new-car C02 emissions have 
declined by more than 20 per 
cent since 2000, figures from the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders (SMMT) showed. 

In 2000, average new car C02 
emissions were 181.0 grammes 
per 1 kilometre (181.0g/km). By 
2009 this figure had fallen to 
149.5g/km, and it went down to 
144.2g/km in 2010. 

Last year, 56.5 per cent of new 
cars had a C02 emission level of 
140g/km or less, with 38.2 per 
cent being under 130g/km and 
1.8 per cent being under 
lOOg/km. 


In contrast, in 2000 no new 
cars were under lOOg/km, while 
only 0.9 per cent were under 
130g/km and only 8.2 per cent 
were under 140g/km. 

In 2009 (the last year for which 
data is available) C02 emissions 
from all cars in use in the UK fell 
by 2.7 per cent compared with 
2008. This 2009 figure was 7.8 per 
cent below the 2000 level. 

According to European 
Commission (EC) figures, among 
15 main EU countries, the UK - 
at 149.7g/km - had the ninth 
lowest average new car C02 
emission levels in 2009. 

The average for these 15 
countries in 2009 was 145.7g/km, 
with France having the lowest 
levels (133.5g/km) and Sweden 
the highest (164.5g/km). 


EC regulations in place for 
2012 set a target of 130g/km for 
new cars by 2015. 

The overall plan is for this 
target to come down further to 
95g/km by 2020. 

SMMT chief executive Paul 
Everitt said: “The new products 
now coming to market 
demonstrate the potential for the 
sustained improvement of 
conventional powertrains, as well 
as the contribution hybrid, 
electric and hydrogen-powered 
vehicles can make. 

“The investment and 
commitment being shown by 
industry should reassure 
Government and society more 
broadly that the objective of low- 
carbon mobility is a shared 
ambition.”

Families stung 
as £6 gallon 
sets a record 


AVERAGE petrol prices 
have gone past the 
132p a litre mark, 
meaning that for the 
first time the cost has 
reached £6 a gallon, 
the AA has announced. 

The average price of 
petrol at the pumps is 
now 132.12p a litre, while 
diesel has also hit a new 
record at 137.92p a litre. 
The cost of petrol has 
risen 6.93p a litre since 
the start of the year, and 
1.68p a litre in the past 
week, said the AA. 

A year ago, a litre of 
petrol on average cost 
114.30p a litre and diesel 
was 115.31p. 

For a family with two 
petrol cars, the monthly 
cost of fuel has risen from 
£242.70 in March 2010 to 
£280.54 now. In the same 
period, the price of oil has 
risen from around $85 a 
barrel to $113. 

AA president Edmund 
King said: “£6 a gallon is 
not just another 


milestone along the road 
to higher fuel prices, it 
marks the point at which 
the wheels start to come 
off mobility in 21st 
century UK. 

“Lower-income drivers, 
poorer rural residents, 
volunteer drivers, 
youngsters looking to 
their first jobs are some of 
the vulnerable groups 
struggling to stay on the 
road.” 

He went on: “Over the 
past two years, the AA has 
warned that unbridled 
speculation in the oil 
markets and a constant 
drip of fuel tax rises would 
haemorrhage family 
finances to the point that 
it would damage the local 
and wider economy. 

“Middle East troubles 
have brought matters to a 
head, but the writing’s 
been on the wall for 
months and only now are 
the Government and 
business analysts taking 
notice. 

“The Government must 


act urgently to reduce the 
burden of high fuel duty 
and VAT. In the meantime, 
drivers are going to have 
to manage as best as they 
can, by cutting out 
journeys, driving more 
economically and hoping 
that a stronger pound will 
cushion some of the blow. 

“But these high prices 
are already leaving 
casualties among drivers, 
consumers and business.” 

RAC motoring strategist 
Adrian Tink said: “Another 
day, another fuel price 
record. Now we see the 
average price of petrol hit 
the £6 a gallon barrier 
with no end in sight to the 
spiralling prices. 

“It’s time for the 
Government to act by 
cancelling the planned 
fuel duty rise of inflation 
plus lp in April. And 
something has to be done 
to control the price of fuel 
before driving becomes 
solely the preserve of the 
rich.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


l—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
l^J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

ppt Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
I I unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Take down curtains. 

Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Turn off electric appliances. 

Disconnect cooker. 

Turn off boiler/central heating. 

□ Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

Lock all doors. 

Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.
